Today, the petitioner, in spite of service of court notice, is not present 
before the Court nor has engaged the services of the counsel. It shows petitioner is not interested to persue the case nor 
is he diligent in prosecuting the case by engaging the services of the counsel. Hence, the election petit ion filed by petitioner 
is dismissed for non prosecution.
